a series of orationg which marked 
the annual Fourth of July celebra- 
tion of the New England Society of 
Southern California at Sycamore 
Grove. More than 5000 former 


| New Englanders, gathered mostly, in 


family groups, heard the character 
and institutions of New England ex- 
tolled by speakers prominent in Los 
Angeles life, enjoyed a musical and 
dramatic entertainment, spread pic- 
nic lunches under the big trees of 
the grove and revived memories of 
former days. 

There were one-time residents of 
six New England States participat- 
ing in the celebration, with Maine, 
New Hampshire and Massachusetts 
folk predominating. Under the 
trees where family parties assembled 
for lunch and dinner, the familiar 
Boston baked bean was much in 
evidence, prepared in the earthern 
pot and after the style that the 
typical New Eng«land appetite al- 
wavs finds satisfying. 

TAs occasion also marked the 
christening of the new amphitheater 
and speakers’ stand at Sycamore 
Grove, a natural stadium center in 
which 3000 persons may be com- 
fortably seated. Charles J. Me- 
Cormick, president of the New En- 
giand Society and also of the Board 
of Education, presided. Mr. Me- 
Cormick, a former resident of the 
Pine Tree State, referred glowingly 
to the part which the sons and 
daughters of New England have 
taken in the development of the 
country’s affairs, lauded the pub- 
lic schools as the bulwark of Ameri- 
ean liberty and progress, but took 
occasion to deprecate too much zeal 
on the part of the school-teachers 
in pressing their claims for more pay

“New England.” he declared, “has 
blazed a path not only for the best 
in education, but in morals and 
ideals as well, and it is to New En- 
giand that we owe our deep sense 
of Americanism and our love of 


liberty. In the development and 
forward progress of America, New 
England has always made her mark. 


Her able sons and dauehters are 
everywhere at work aligned on the 

e of progress and righteousness.” 

Will D. Gould. who spoke in a 
similar tenor. offered this advice to 
the Los Angeley public-school teach- 
ers as an antidote to their feeling of 
mnrest over the salary situation and 
the high cost of living. 

“Get married,” he said. “Graduate 
inte the ranks of matrimony if you 
are diseatisfied with your present 
pay. If the teachers are not con- 
tent. it is time for them to get ont 
rather than teach and spread dis- 
content among their pupils.” He 
concluded with a stront plea for 
perpetual prohibition, declaring it 
was imperatite for the people to 
elect a Congress atthe next election 
which would pledge itself not to re- 
open the liquor auestion.
